The four-engine C54, enroute 
from Norton Air Force Base, 
Calif., to the Nevada atomic 
bombing range, crashed Thurs- 
day near the peak at an eleva- 
tion of 11,300 feet.

A section of 
the fuselage remained intact, 
Wings, nose and the tail section 
burned. 

With several hundred feet 
more altitude, the plane would 
have cleared the ridge. 

Heavy winds and air turbu- 
lence prevented men reaching 
the site by parachute or heli- 
copter.

- Unfair to Bike Makers 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Our attention has been called to 
your editorial, “Backward on a Bi- 
cycle.” Aside from the fact that this 
article is obviously prejudiced against 
your. fellow Americans in the bicycle 
industry, it is also filled with inaccu- 
racies. 

You say, “the White House sanc- 
tioned a rather massive ‘intervention’ 
to the tune of a 50 per cent rise in 
tariff protection for domestic bicycle 
yakers.” Yet you surely must know 
this “massive” tariff increase 
amounts to $1 to $3 per bicycle, 
whereas the spread between domestic 
and import prices at the retail level 
has ranged from $10 to $20. 

The new tariff of 11% per cent on 
lightweight bikes is far less than the 
30 per cent bike tariff which was in 
effect before our. Government gave 
concessions to foreign makers. The 
tariff on lightweights was slashed by 
these concessions first to 15 per cent 
and then to 7% per cent. Now, when 
the rate is raised to 11% per cent, it 
is certainly stretching the facts to 
call the increase ‘‘massive.”

You also state, “British and Ger- 
man manufacturers increased their 
sales in this country by producing a 
type of bicycle which the American 
ndustry had almost completely neg- 
leeted.”

It seems to be generally taken for granted 
that if this delightful prospect is realized, the 
taxpayers will be generously granted a modicum 
of relief as a token of good will, to be remem- 
bered in November 1956.

Indeed we can expect something 
of a scramble for the privilege of being the first 
to proffer it. 

Nevertheless both Administration budget-mak- 
ers and congressional taxing and spending lead- 
ers ought to consider two factors which might 
just conceivably make a tax cut less wise than 
it is politically desirable. One factor is the state 
of the economy in 1956. If it is booming, if in- 
flationary influences are at work, if purchasing 
power threatens to bid up prices, a tax cut 
might be precisely what the economy does not 
call for in 1956. 

The second consideration is the accumulated 
need for certain federal expenditures. Even if 
defense spending can be held within present 
limits as the Administration hopes, what is to be 
done about other needs, most conspicuously for 
federal aid to education and for a greatly ex- 
panded highway building program? 

Secretary Weeks confirms the signs that the 
Administration has given up on its ill-conceived 
plan to finance highways by bond issues that 
would really amount to,no more than a juggling 
of the national debt. But how are highways to be 
built by pay-as-you-go financing, on a scale com- 
mensurate with the neéd, unless some taxes are 
increased or a cut in others is postponed?

Eves on the Economic Speedometer 

The economic speedometer is slowly but 
steadily climbing higher. Employment is at a 
record peak. People are living better than they 
or their forebears ever have done in the past. 
The American economy, based on credit and 
geared to the expectation of a steadily increas- 
ing expansion, has few clouds on the horizon. 

Detroit is turning out more and more auto- 
mobiles and they are selling; although many a 
purchaser finds himself in debt up to his ears. 
Some economists are wofried but many othérs 
side with Ralph J. Cordiner, president of Gen- 
eral Electric Co., who recently declared there 
is no reason for “timidity” or “bated breath” 
in judging the economic outlook. And James 
K. Vardaman Jr., one of the governors of the 
Federal Reserve System, told a group of Georgia 
bankers recently that although he had not 
originally favored so much consumer credit, and 
still was not entirely certain it was a good thing, 
he is positive that it is here to stay. 

About the same time, Henry Clay Alexander, 
the new head of the great banking house of 
J. P. Morgan & Co.. told the New York Chamber 
of Commerce that he was just a bit worried 
about something: The typical American habit 
of- confusing progress and overconfidence. He 
Said: 

The best way to preserve confidence fs 
to prevent it from turning into overconfi- 
dence. Confidence is based on the belief 
that we can make things go right: over- 
confidence deludes itself into believing that 
nothing can possibly go wrong. Confidence 
can sustain and moderate the occasional 
dips and halts that inevitably will interrupt 
our upward mareh; overconfidence will col- 
lapse at the first whfavorable turn. 

Mr. Alexander's advice appears to be excel- 
lent in the light of a recent remark by Dr. 
Arthur F. Burns, chairman of the President's 
Council of Economic Advisers, who said that 
with an evenly poised economy, as it is today 
in America, “neither the threat of inflation nor 
of recession can ever be very distant.”

A Pioneer Side of St. Louis Education 


The Mirror 


of 
Public Opinion 


Ideas for audio-visual education originated here when two edu- 
cators noticed children’s interest in 1904 World's Fair displays; 
they founded kind of museum, now a major public enterprise in 
use of films, TV, radio and so on to aid ‘learning by seeing.’

In the summer of 1904, Americans, 


in astonishing numbers from all corners - 


of the na ; jolted over Pullman rails, 
unséttled dust on country roads, and 
steamed down river highways toward an 
historic destination—the St. Louis 
World’s Fair. 

The theme of this centennial, offi- 
cially entitled the Louisiana Purchase 
Exposition, was education. Elaborate 
plans called for an international exhi- 
bition on a scale theretofore unequalled 
and thereafter unattempted, which 
would bring the world—its knowledge, 
its cultures, its peoples—to St. Louis. 

Out of the tremendous excitement 
and interest of the World's Fair anoth- 
er museum was born. Its humble be- 
ginnings caused little stir, but through 


the next 50 years, educators came to’ 


regard it as the trail blazer of a néw 
teaching approach. This museum is 
now the division of audio-visual educa- 
tion of the St. Louids:public schools. 

The idea for it came from Superin- 
tendent F. Louis Soldan and Assistant 
Superintendent Carl G. Rathmann, who 
was appointed along with a capable 
‘oung teacher, Miss Amelia Meissner, 
to assume responsibility for the public 
school exhibit in the fair’s Palace of 
Education. 


70.000 Children Visit the Fair 


They -planned a living school exhibit 
with children in sample classrooms 
doing their regular work. Their dis- 
play also included some 2000 photo- 
graphs which decorated the _ wallis 
and. were taken by Miss Meissner to 
illustrate numerous phases of education- 
a). activity. 

In all, 70,000 St. Louis schoo! chfl- 
dren were guests at the fair. After 
their demonstration classes, when they 


‘were free to'’Yoam the grounds, the 


voungsters took a keen and inquiring 
interest in what they saw. Rathmann 
and Soldan’ noticed frequently that the 
reality of the exhibits—those from the 
Philippine Islands, for example—held 
boys and girls spelJbound. 

Anxious to capture some of the en- 
thusiasm of the fair and realizing that 
many of the iInteresting exhibitions 
would be destroyed with the fair’s end, 
these two mien appealed to various ex- 
hibitors to donate displays to the 
schools. They also sought and received 
financial support from the Board of 
Education for the purchase of such items 
as mounted animals, charts, globes .and 
maps, models of flowers, and a collec- 
tion of art objects to be used for in- 
struction in drawing. 

With these and many generous gifts 
from Japan, France, Germany, Austra- 
lia and other countries, the board in- 
augurated an unprecedented idea: to 
“Bring the World to the Child” through 
the facilities of a “museum on wheels.” 


Lantern Slides and Lessons 


Growth of such a museum out of the 
St. Louis World’s Fair was a very natu- 
ral thing. As early as 1901, the Board 
of Education had purchased a collection 
of lantern slides which were circulated 
from the supertntendent’s office to 
teachers who requested them to “clear 
and strengthen” classroom lessens. 


In the catalog, where sets of slides 
for loan to schools were listed, Soldan 
explained, “The lantern slide pictures 
presented on the screen are to give 
greater reality to the lessons of the 
book by appealing to the eye, to imag- 
ifiation and thought. Pictures assist. the 
memory and judgment alike, and convey 
to. the. child a clearer and more ‘com- 
prehensive impression of reality than 
can be done by verbal description 
alone.” : 

The success of the slides, coupled 
with the stimulating influence of the 
fair, convinced Soldan and Rathmann 


that here in 1904 was the opportunity to 
make additional visual and concrete 
aids available to teachers and children. 


Their decision to establish a “peda- 
gogical museum” reflected the educa- 
tional vision of a community which had 
pioneered in other fields, with the first 
public school kindergarten in the coun- 
try and the first public high school west 
of the Mississippi. 

April 11, 1905, became the official 
birthday of the museum when Dr. 
Soldan formally announced that the 
educational museum “is now in such a 
condition that it may be inspected.” 
Quite logically Miss Meissner, already 
recognized as an inspired teacher and 
having proved herself an able organizer 
and artistic planner as well, was placed 
in. charge of the pioneer institution. 


Service Center for Teachers 


Both she and Rathmann were agreed 
that unless the museum. could “make 
possible in the schoolroom the use of 
just the illustration that is wanted, just 
when it is wanted,” it would fall short 
of its obligations to teachers and pupils. 

The idea of bringing the world to 
the child grew more and more as new 
types of audio-visual aids became avail- 
able to teachers. The museum rapidly 
became a center to which classroom 
teachers turned for assistance in stim- 
ulating interest and clarifying concepts 
for their pupils, in many curricular 
areas. 

By 1943 when the educational mu- 
seum’s namé@ Was changed to division 
of audio-visual education, it was firmly 
established as a service center for 
teachers. 

The staff, headed.by Miss Elizabeth 
Golterman who became director at the 
time of Miss Meissner’s retirement, in- 
chidés tioth technical and clerical per- 
sonnel, and teachers. chosen not 
only because of their special. experi- 
ance in audio-visual fields, but. because 
they understand children and know the 
classroom situation. Wynne 

In 1944 radio entered the picture, 
with its remarkable ability to bring 
many people, places, events and a 
steady wave of new ideas to pupils. 
The Board of Education's FM station, 
KSLH, went on the air in 1950. It 
carries a wide variety of programs 
planned by advisory committees of 
teachers to supplement classroom in- 
struction at every grade level. 


Principles Still Show the Way

For all the.lofty intentions of its 
founders, the educational museum 
might have become nothing more than 
a fime storehouse of audio-visual aids, 
had not the general principles which 
guided it and the spirit which inspired 
it prevailed through its years of devel- 
opment. 

The basic principles underlying good 


audio-visual education make a strong 


and steady base for today’s working 
philosophy. -They point out the power 
of a variety of well chosen and well 
useg teaching materials to arouse inter- 
est, to clarify meanings, to stimulate the 
desire to learn, to build understanding 
of the world’s people, and to encour- 
age straight thinking. 

These principles stated 50 years ago 
are as modern as 1955 and as forward 
looking as. tomorrow.

Frank Scully Says It’s So 
CROSS MY HEART, by Frank Scully. (Greenberg, 

378 pgs... $5.) 

It took Frank Scully, invalid, a long 
time to get around to writing the story 
of his life, not because he was an in- 
valid but because he was too busy. Back 
in 1933 a publisher told him to write 
it, Twenty years later Scully remem- 
bered what the publisher had said and 


asked him if he still wanted it. The 
publisher said he did. So Scully 
crossed his heart and wrote it. It came 


out better than it would have in 1933 
because in those 20 years he did a lot 
of living.

Scully, as nearly 
everybody knows, 
was and is a writer of books and maga- 
zine pieces and “columns.” He began 
his writing career on the New York 
Sun back in 1917. His health broke 
down and he spent 12 years in 30 hos- 
pitals in seven countries, which by 
rights should have finished him but it 
only gave him a good start. There was 
a lot more of the same ahéad of him. 
It lasted about 40 years and he ended 
up with one lung and one leg. But 
was he downhearted? He was not. To 
go through all that a man had to have 
something. Scully had it. 


What he had was what might be 
called indestructible fortitude. Not 
that he called it that. He was up 
against a lot of things. He took them 
as they came. Sometimes they got him 
down. “Operations and treatments were 
routing... At Such times there wasn't 
much that-he could do. Except think. 
Between operations and treatments he 
wrote what he had thought about. 
Things like fun in bed. He wrote a 
book about that and called it that. It 
went through a lot of editions and was 
fun for a multitude of people, espe- 
cially people who had to find their fun 
in bed or do without. 

One of the men that Frank Scully 
admired was Sime Silverman. whe 
wrote. like a man thinking out loud. 
Sime Silverman might have admired 
Frank Scully for the same reason, for 
that was the way that Scully wrote. 
Especially when he crossed his heart, 
That was the way he thought about all 
his friends when he was laid up. He 
thought about them just as they were, 
When, between times, he wrote about 
them he didn’t see any sense in jazz- 
ing them up. So they’ appear, great 
and small, gocd and bad, a host of them, 
just as they were. And Frank Scully 
is there among them, just as he wes 
and is, crossing his heart in token that 
it, is all so.

At the Movies

@ITISH director Anthony Asquith has added another to 
Bos list of first-rate pictures in “COURT-MARTIAL,” a 

lucid, intelligent and completely absorbing courtroom 
drama, showing at the SHADY OAK THEATER. 

It was adapted from the London stage 
hit, “Carrington, V.C.” by Dorothy and 
Campbell Christie, and is favored with an 
excellent cast. David Niven builds up tre- 
mendous sympathy with his restrained and 
perceptive performance of Maj. Carring- 
ton, the defendant in the court-martial, 
who is charged with embezzling 125 pounds 
from his battery safe. He had taken it as an open gesture 
of defiance because the War Office had long owed him 200 
pounds for allowances, his commanding officer refused to 
press the claim, he had fallen in debt, and his neurotic 
wife had hysterically threatened to commit suicide if she 
didn’t get 100 pounds immediately to pay for her son's 
schooling. 

The major, conducting his own defense, receives his 
first blow when his commanding officer, Col. Henniker 
(Allan Cuthbertson) flatly denies that Carrington gave him 
warning he was going to take the money. The colonel, a 
martinet who saw only home service during the war, is 
jealous of Carrington’s heroic war record and his great 
popularity with both officers and men. The unkindest cut 
comes when Carrington’s wife (Margaret Leighton), angry 
because she has discovered her husband had an affair with 
a woman captain (Noelle Middleton) one night while they 
were snowbound in Wales, knocks the props out from under 
his defense by also denying he had told her about his open 
threat to take the money. The stunned Carrington has in 
his hand a hysterical letter from her which would prove 
her a liar, but tears it up rather than humiliate her by 
reading its contents. In the gesture, he apparently is throw- 
ing away his Army career. 

The film doesn’t achieve its effects through dramatic 
pyrotechnics, but rather through a quiet and keen pene- 
tration into the minds and characters of its subjects. It 
delves searchingly into the play of emotion and persagnality 
that lies beneath the rigid military procedure.

‘T’S possible to have too many 
| cotors in a room, but not 

enough color. To prove to 
yourself how this can be, look 
at a fabric or a wallpaper which 
has several dull, light or medi- 
um colors in small figures or 
indefinite all-over pattern, 
Close up, you see the colors in- 
dividually. 

But look at the same fabric 
or paper from across the room 
and it has a grayish effect.

Since South was ready to de- 
liver at least six tricks to a no- 
trump contract, and since he 
could not be fully confident of 
inaking four-odd at spades, he 
should have raised the two no- 
trump to game and forgotten all 
about his spade honors. When 
a vulnerable game is at stake, 
honors become insignificant. 
Observe that North would have 
had a laydown at three no- 
trump, whereas, there was a 
chance for South to lose the 
four-spade contract—a chance 
that he grasped. 

West opened the jack of clubs 
and, dummy ducking, continued 
the suit. South again played 
low from the table, ruffed in 
his own hand, and then drew 
the adverse trumps. Next, he 
made a faint-hearted effort to 
do something with the diamond 
suit, but when his lead to dum- 
my's eight 'cst to East's ten, he 
abandoned hope in that direc- 
tion and tried for a heart break. 
After ruffing East's club ace re- 
turn, declarer cashed the ace 
and king of hearts ard ted a 
third round, but the imorobable 
3-3 break did not come to light, 
and East cashed a second heart 
trick to defeat the contract. 

It was, of course, inexcusable 
for South to abandon the dia- 
mond suit after one mild effort. 
When East took the trick with 
the diamond ten and returned 
another club, South had nothing 
to lose by ruffing and leading 
his remaining diamond to the 
ace. If “nothing happened” on 
this round he might elect to 
give up the suit, to try for the 
heart break, but as may be seen, 
something would have  hap- 
pened, East would have dropped 
the queen on the diamond ace, 


and then it would have been = 


elementary for South to lead 
and pass the diamond jack, dis- 
carding a heart and providing a 
very safe spot for his other 
heart loser. 


Health Pointers 
For Thanksgiving

UNFORTUNATELY in the 
past Many gatherings have been 
marred by outbreaks of food 
poisoning involving a _ single 
family or many persons, de- 
pending upon the number 
served. In order that you may 
look back upon your holiday 
dinner with thanksgiving in- 
stead of misgiving, observe the 
following fundamental prin- 
ciples of proper food handling. 

Food poisoning is frequently 
caused by a type of germ which 
is present in huge numbers in 
boils, pimples, suppurating cuts 
and burns, and in the nose or 
throat of cold sufferers. Exclude 
from kitchen duty all would-be 
helpers with boils or infected 
cuts on the hands and fore- 
arms. And also exclude all per- 
sons suffering from ~+- common 
colds, sore throats, or any other 
respiratory infection. 

Severe outbreaks of food 
poisoning have often been 
traced to poultry dressing pre- 
pared the day before serving 
and kept unrefrigerated or im- 
properly refrigerated. The 
dressing, if prepared ahead of 
time, must be kept in the re- 
frigerator in shallow pans at a 
temperature below 50 degrees 
F., otherwise the warmth in 
the center of the mass will act 
as a media for bacterial growth. 
Clean your fowl thoroughly and 
store it in the refrigerator. 
Don’t stuff the bird until you 
are ready to to put it in the 
oven,

Let us suppose that you let 
your head represent the earth, 
and that you take a seat on 
a merry-go-round. Tied in a 
handkerchief, we shall say, you 
have an orange, and the orange 
represents the moon, Each time 
you make a complete circle on 
the merry-go-round you wave 
the orange so that it circles 
around your head 13 times. 

The figure “13° may seem 
like a mistake but the moon 
makes about 13 revolutions 
around the earth while the 
earth is making one complete 
trip around the sun.
